Where Wealthy Mohammedans Bury Their Dead. 


E of the Western World don’t | 
W vatieve our dead will be hap- 

pier buried in one spot than 
another. It is true that in accord- 
ance with tradition and sentiment, 
we have family burial plots, but 
we do not regard one part of the 
country as more sanctified than 
another. This is not so with the 
Mohammedans. There are two 
cities in Arabia and Turkey which 
are held in veneration as sacred 
burial spots. These are Meshid- 
Ali (Nedchef) and Meshid-Huasein 
(Kerbelah), and they are go re- 
garded because Nedchef is  sup- 
posed to be the burial-place of 
Caliph Alli >the son-in-law of Mo- 
hammed, while Kerbelah is where 
that famous martyr, the fourth 
son Of Hussein Ali, was assassi- 
nated. 


The traveler hears much of these 
Cities as they are the favorite 
burial place of all who ean afford 
to have their dead interred within 
the sacred walls. Let me quote 
Rafael de Nogales, Venezuelan sol- 
dier of fortune, author, and Turk- 
ish divisional commander inthe 
World War. “These two cities are 
remarkable particularly for 
the dismal aspect of the surroun4- 
ing deserts, covered almost to the 
horizon'’s edge by tombs of the 
Faithful, whose corpses have been 
broucht hither by pious relatives 
for centuries, so that thelr bones 
may dream among those sacred 
sands.” 

Accordingty, great caravans of 
pilerims are continually encoun- 
tered in the deserts on their way 
to the burial grounds. “Most of 
the attendants and members of 
these caravans were clothed in 
black,” says Mr. de Nogales. ‘The 
wealthiest among them had placed 
their dead on camels richly capari- ) 
soned and accompanied by escorts

The priests, or Mu- 
laghes, are extremely well paid by 
the hundreds of thousands of 
mourners who flock to the city. Is
